bitants of a foreign Territory, by 
ftarving the Manufacturers or Farmers 
of Lilliput; if we overflowed with 
Gold and Silver, I fhould not be very 
folicitous into what Channel the Riches 
were difcharged, which our own Na- 
tion was not able to contain; but I 
cannot reconcile myfelf to any Scheme 
by which it is propofed that the laft 
Remains of our antient Wealth fhould 
be transferred to the barrenMountains 
of Hanevro. 

There is yet another Reafon, my

It was, in my Opinion, 
reafonable to expeé, that they would 
have incited the Ardour, and quick- 
ened the Endeavouts of the Miniftry, 
that they would have called out for 
larger Armaments and more nume- 
rous Augmentations, that they would 
have urged the Neceflity of a decifive 
Adtion, and advifed that this Oppor- 
tunity fhould not be loft, that the B/e- 
fufeudians fhould be preffed in their 
Retreat, and the Courage of our Al- 
lies fuftained by powerful Afiiftance. 
But, inftead of Exhortations to Vi- 
gour and Refolution, we have heard 
hitherto nothing but Complaints of 
what the late Minifters always urged 
as an Argument for Peace, even for 


Enemies Hope, that they fhall receive 
Advantage, not only from our Poverty, 
but from our Difcord, and, if it fhould 
pafs, would convince them that this 
Houfe is at Variance with his Majefty. 

What may be the Eveni of fuch an 
Opinion, how unjuft foever, propa- 
gated throughout all Degulia by the

T is not, without the utmoft Grief 
and Indignation, that I hear his

If it be properly commended, my 
Lords, it ought furely to be imitated ; 
for I cannot conceive, why that which 
was laudable in them fhould be blame- 
able now, or why we fhould think 
ourfelves 
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Burfelves difpenfed from any Duty 


‘which they prattifed ; and, doubtlefs, 


no Part of the Regulations which their 
Wifdom eftablifhed, contributed more 
to the Quiet of the Publick, than the 
{crupulous Nicety with which they 
avoided to charge upon the perfonal 
Conduct of the King, any of thefe 
Evils which they endeavoured to re- 
drefs ; and which they did not lefs ef- 
fectually oppofe for the Decency of p 
their Enquiries.

he is deceived, is merely paflive. 

I think it, therefore, my Lords, an 
Inftance of fuch Indecency as ought 
not to be ’admitted in this Houfe, if 
not of fuch Difloyalty as ought to be 
cenfured, wherever it is difcovered, to 
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charge any Evils upon the perfonal 
Condué& of his Majefty ; but it is, on 
this Océafion, not only indecent but 
unjuft, becaufe the Prefence of his 
Majefty was fo far from producing any 
Inconveniences, that it preferved the 
Army from imminent Deftruétion. 
They were reduced to fuch Difficul- 
ties for want of Provifions, that they 
could no longer continue without Ac- 
tion, and were furrounded by Forces 
fo much fuperior in Number, that 
there was little Hope of any Advan- 
tage from a Battle, though this Expe- 
dient, defperate as it was, was the on- 
ly Method by which they could avoid 
the Horrors of a Famine. It will 


C not be faid, my Lords, that his Ma- 


jefty’s Prefence produced a Famine in 
the Army; and therefore no Part of | 
the Evils which they fuffered, or of 
the Dangers which they encountered, 
can be imputed to him; but it may 


D juftly be affirmed, that when they were 


at once diftrefled by Want, and by 
the Enemy, his Majefty, either by his 
Conduét or Behaviour, extricated them 
from their Difficulties ; and that there- 
fore there is no Reafon for Complaint 
of his Prefence in the Army ; nor can 
any Inconveniences produced by it 
give a juft Occafion to this Addrefs, 
which 1 think, in the prefent Conjunc- 
ture extremely improper, andto which, 
therefore, I cannot agree.

H eftablithing the Proteftant Succeffion 
in this Kingdom, will be unwilling to 
imitate. 


This great and intrepid Monarch, 
though 
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though he had from his Youth lived 
almoft always in a Camp, and by de- 
livering his Country from the Rava- 
ges of the Bhfujeudians, had Reafon 
to entertain all that Confidence of his 
own Abilities which is naturally inci- 
ted by Succefs, and though to thefe 
accidental Claims of military Superi- 
ority may be added a Temper natu- 
rally fecret and uncommunicative, 
yet, always called the Lil/iputian Of- 
ficers toa regular Council of War be- 
fore any great Enterprize was to be un- 
dertaken, and formed his Meafures 
not upon his private Judgment, or 
the Advice of a Favourite, but the 
Determinations of a Council in which 
every Officer had a Right to deliver 
his Opinion without Referve. He 
was far from imagining, that he could 
difcover every thing by his own Sa- 
gacity, or fee every thing with his 
own Eyes; andthough he difcovered, 
on fome Occafions, no great Confi- 
dence in the Lil/iputian People, yet he 
knew what Right and Decency requi- 
red too well to exclude from his 
Councils the Officers of that Nation 
by whom the Army was fupported. 

I cannot, therefore, but conclude, 
my Lords, that the Negle& which 
has been mentioned of the Li//iputian 
Officers, is both without Precedent, 
without Decency, and without Juftice; 
and fuch as deferves, from this Houfe, 
the mott rigorous Enquiries, and the 
moft fevere Animadverfions. 


I am very far, my Lords, from af. F 


ferting, or intending to infinuate,-that 
this unpopular, this unprecedented, 
this injurious Preference is to be im- 
puted to his Majefty, whofe Juftice 
and Moderation are well known; but 
} think 
by whom he was perfuaded to an Ap- 
pearance of Deviation from them, and 
by what Arts he was prevailed upon 
to think his Perfon more fafe under 
the Security of Hanevroan thanof Lil- 


liputian Guards, or the Succefs of q ple, from attempting to revive it; If 
the War more likely to be promoted 
by Hancursanx than Lil/iputian Coun- 
cils; why he was induced. to diitruft 
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either our Bravery or our Wifdont, 
or why hewas informed that any o. 
ther Nation was able to fupply thofe 
Defects that might be imputed to us. 

A For this Purpofe, my Lords, I thmk 
the Addrefs, now under our Confidera. 
tion, not ill concerted ; and therefore 
fhall not oppofe it. I agree entirely 
with thofe who have hitherto fpoken 
in its Favour, with Regard to the End; 
which they profefs to promote, the 
Reparation of the Li//iputian Honour, 
the Succefs of our Arms, and the 
Suppreffion of allHanevroan Influence. 
With Regard to the Terms of the 
Addrefs, [am by no means folicitous ; 
if any of your Lordthips fhall think 
c that any Words ought to be changed, 
I fhall not think it neceflary to difpute 
upon Sounds, but I am confident, from 
the whole Courfe of the Debate, that 
fome Addrefs of this Kind is indifpen- 
fably necefiary ; for it is evident, that 
we have been not only negleéted and 
D difobeyed, which are in themfelves 
fufficient Provocations to difcharge 
mercenary Forces, but infulted like- 
wife and defpifed, even by thofe who

In Perfuance of thefe great Ends 
the War was begun, nor was it op- 
pofed but upon Suppofition, that thefe 
Ends could not be attained ; for it 
was never alleged, that the Encreafe 
of the Power of Bilefufz was not a 
Calamity, but that it was a Calamity 
not to be avoided; or that the Houfe 
of Aurifia ought not to be fupported, 
but that it was impoflible to fupport it 
againft fucha Combination as was then 
formed againft it. 

If therefore it fhall appear, my 
Lords, that our Fears were greater 
than our Danger, that fome of thofe 
Impoffibilities have already been per- 
formed, and that all the Ends for 
which we drew our Swords may be 
obtained, if wedo not too haftily lay 
them afide, I hope it will be readily 
allowed, that the War ought tobe 
continued. 

What has been already effected, and 


what Hope we may reafonably enter- G 


tain of effecting that which yet re- 
mains to be defired, for the Eftablith-

A which fhe had no Reafon to hope for 


greater Fidelity. ‘To this People fhe 
had Recourfe for Shelter from the 
Storms that were then beating upon 
all the other Parts of her Dominions, 
and her firft Reception among them 


p was fuchas Diftrefs and Calamity gene- 


rally find ; for they appeared to regard 
her as a Kind of Outcaft, whom they 
might lawfully treat with the fame 
Negleét as the reft of Mankind, or as 
an ill-fated Fugitive, whcfe Arrival 
portended Mifchief to their State ; and 
therefore when fhe arrived at Peref- 
bourg, the Magiftrates, with an Ap- 
pearance of Duty and Tenderneis, 
endeavoured to exempt their City 
from the Burden of her Refidence, by 
informing her, that fhe could not be 
there in Safety, and that the might 
mith greater Security retire to Badz. 
At Badu they told her with yet more 
Indecency, that there was no Safety 
there, becaufe they were then infected 
by a contagious Diftemper, and that if 
fhe determined to continue tiere, they 
could recommend no Place for her to 
keep her Court more proper than the 
Hofpital. This was the Treatment, 
my Lords, which a Princefs of the firft 
Houfe of the World, received in her 
Diitrefs, from her own Subjeéts. She 
took Fire at the Mention of an Hofpi- 
tal, and declared, with Indignation 
excited by that Spirit which in the 
Midft of her Diftrefles never deferted 
her, that her Enemies, whatever might 
be their Power, or how great foever 
their Succefs, fhould never have an 
Opportunity of gratifying their Vani- 
ty, or imbittering their Infults with 
Boafts, that they had confined her toan 
Hofpital. 

This, my Lords, was the State of 
this illuftrious Princefs, when fhe firft 
received Remittances of that Money 
which the Senate of Lilliput voted for 
her Affiftance: driven from one Place 
to another before her Enemies, alarm- 
ed 
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ed every Day with new Attempts up- 
on the different Parts of her Dominions, 
infulted by one Power, unprofitably 
pitied by another, and neglected by 
all ; without Money, without Refour- 
ces, and fupported only by her own 
invincible Magnanimity ; fhe had ta- 
ken her Stand upon the utmoft Bounds 
of her Dominions, and only ftood be- 
holding the Progrefs of her Enemies, 
without Power to oppofe them. But 
when fhe was affifted by the’l'reafures 
of Lilliput, and it appeared that her 
antient Ally had not yet deferted her, 
fhe foon found Nations ready toaflem- 
ble at her Call, and began to pour 
upon her Enemies the rough Inhabi- 


tants of the Mountains, and the hardy C 


Ravagers that rove upon the Borders of 
her Dominions, and to fhew her Inva- 
ders, that they likewife were vulnerable, 
and that their Dominions were not ex- 
empted from theCalamities of War. But 


thefe Struggles, my Lords, however p 


vigorous, muft have been unfuccefsful, 
had fhe not been affifted with Men as 
well as Money, nor would the Biefu/- 
cudians fiave retreated into their own 
Dominions, had no Lilliputian Forces 
been landed on the Continent. 

But no fooner, my Lords, was an 
Army raifed and tranfported, than 
thofe who had a few Months before 
been dividing Kingdoms, and claim- 
ing the Empire of the World, with- 
drew to the Verge of their own Ter- 
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mous for Perjuries and Treachery; 
and who are known to have no Law 
but their Intereft, and to facrifice their 
deareft Allies to their own Conveni- 
ence. 

Thus the Queen of Hungruland fees 
herfelf at pretent almoft without an 
Enemy, in her own Dominions; and 
inftead of flying before an Army, pre- 
paring to befiege her Capital, able to 
invade the Dominions of her Ene- 
mies, and to punifh that Cruelty with 
which fhe has been perfecuted, and 
that Treachery with which thofe have 
invaded her Territories,who had pro- 
mifed to preferve them. 

Thus, my Lords, we have already 
attained Part of our Intentions, we 
have already refcued the Houfe of Au- 
rifta from Ruin, and it may be rea- 
fonably hoped, that if we could ena- 
ble the Queen of Hungruland to exe 
tricate herfelf, when the whole Weight 
of the Bélefufcudian Forces lay upon 
her, we may with the Affiftance which 
the prefent Tranquillity of her Do- 
minions allows her to afford, weaken 
the Houfe of Buorbon fo much, that it 
fhall no longer afpire to unlimited Do- 
miunion. 

With this View, my Lords, theWar 
ought to be continued, unlefs it fhall 
appear that we are too much impo- 


verithed by it to carry it on; but of Fj 
this there is no Danger, unlefs our §

Every Loom was bufy, every Manv- | 
facturer employed, and thofe Parifhes jj 


which had paid not only a Land Tax 


of four Shillings in the Pound, but 2 § 
Poor’s Rate of fix or ten, were relie- § 
H ved from the greateft Part of their § 


Burthen, by the fudden Demand for 
Workmen and Labourers. 
When I enquired among them the 


Reafon 
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Reafon of this fadden Flow of Prof- 
perity, they all afcribed it to the War, 
and when I reflect upon the Means 
by which the War muit have produ- 
ced it, 1 cannot: but imagine, that it 
muit be the Effect:af the Neceffity to 
which the Biefufcudians are reduced, 
of forcing their Manufacturers from 
their Employments, and of leaving 
their Looms idle, that ‘their Armies 
may be fupplied. 

Nor are the Advantages of the War 
confined to theTraders. TheHutband- 
men, and Farmers find that it has 
raifed the Price of their Cattle; fo 
that, inftead of impoverifhing and ex- 
haufting the Nation, it appears ad- 
vantageous both to thofe wuno poffefs 
Lands, and thofe who are engaged in 
Trade. 

If therefore, my Lords, the End 
for which the War was begun is not 
yet fully attained, and there are rea- 
fonable Hopes of attaining it, without 
any fuch Injury to ourielves as the 
Advantages of Succefs will not coun- 
terbalance, it ought to be continued 
upon the fame Motives that influenced 
us to begin it ;. and if the War is to be

Thofe therefore, who voted or pro- 
tefted againft the Reception of thefe 
Troops, have now. feen that their 
Argument, their only Argument is 
for ever refuted by plain and indubita - 
ble Faéts ; and therefore it may be 


B hoped that they. will not perfevere in 


an Error, which can now no longer 
be involuntary, or endeavour to prove 
themfelves confiftent in the Wrong, 
by voting againft the Continuance of 
thofeTTroops, of which they fo unjuftly 
oppofed the Reception. 

It was never urged, my Lords, that

I am far, my Lords, from admit- 
ting, that all the Reports of Partiality, 
Diiobedience and Infolence which have 
echoed through the Nation are true. It 
is not to be doubted but that. fome 
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‘Tales of this Kind have been invented 
by Malice and Difaffection, and others 
exaggerated by the Wantonnefs of 
Loguacity ; and furely. they ought to 
be more circumitantially known, and 
more particularly attefted, before they 
can be confidered as Reafons for an 
Addrefs like that which is now pro- 
pofed. 

Bat fuppofing it fhould appear, my 
Lords, and appear beyond Contradic- 
tior, that there have really been Dif- 

utes and Bickermgs between the 

roops of Lidipur and thole of Ha- 
nevro, that. each has claimed Privile- 
ges and Diitnction, which the other 
has not thought it proper or reafona- 
ble to grant ; and that, m Confequence 
of the Refafal, fome Interruptions or 
Obdfru@ions have been occafioned in 
the Service ; yet even .this Evidence 
will not appear to me fufficient to fup- 
port the Meafures which Heat of 
‘Temper has dittated to fome Lords of 
this Affembly, becaufe thefe Inconve- 
niences are well known to be infepa- 
rable from all Conjunétions of this 
Kind ; nor was it ever known, that 
an Army, to which more than one 
Nation. had furnifhed Troops, was 
free from them. 

In the Reign of the Emperor Wim- 
gui, which has been already mention- 
ed, thefe Complaints were not only 
frequent but perpetual ; it was every 
Day afferted, that we were harraffed 
with Taxes for the Support of Wars 
in which Succefs would produce us no 
Advantage, and that our Countrymen 
were led to the Slaughter for the Se- 
curity and Grandeur of other Nations, 
that we were ourfelves without any 
Concern in the Quarrels of the Conti- 
nent, and that we were only engaged 
in War that our Trade might be de- 
ftroyed 

Thefe Clamours, which were, with 
indefatigable Induftry, fpread among 
the People, prevailed fo far in the 
-Houfe of Clinabs that the Supplies 
were fometimes denied ; and very fre- 
quently fuch Oppofition was raifed, 
that they were-delayed to the Middle 
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of the Summer, and the Time of 
A@ion was elapfed before an Army 
could be brought into the Field, 
Thefe Delays hindered our Succefs, 
A and the Want of Sudcefs: was thought 
a fafficient Reafon for new Delays, fo 
that this Monarch was very often ob- 
— to raife Money upon very dif- 
advantageous Terms, -and to contend 
at once with/his.Neceffities and his B= 
nemies, who gained, by ‘his Difttefies; 
B Advantages which he would never 
have fuffered them to obtain, had he 
not been hindered from the Execution 
of his Schemes, ‘atid the Accomplith.

and inceflant Oppofition of a difcont

It was at this Time'likewife always 
afferted, that he neglected the Lidéipa- 
tians, that he fulpetted their Fidelity,

The Reft has been obliterated by the Works 
men at building the Abbey. To underftand it, 
we are to confider, that befides the legionary 
Troops employ’d-in the Roman Service, there 


were ten auxiliary Cohorts, which made a Le- G 


gion, of foreign Troops, and aflumed the Name 
of the conquer’d Province to which they be- 
long’d, and fometimes added another Title in 
Honour of fome of their Emperors, under 
whom they were probably inlifted. This Co- » 
hort was then called lia Dacica; JELtA, in 
Honoyr of Adrian, who was ftil’d. Titus Elius 


Hadrianus, andDacica » from their Country. a 


Dacia comprehended all that Traét of Ground 
North of the Danube to the Carpathian Moun- 
tains, betwixt the Rivers Tibifdus and Pruth, 
comprehending now good Part of Haszary, all 
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Tranfilwania, Moldavia and Walachia. We 
have many other Stones which mention this 
Cohort, particularly at Burd-e/avald, the Roman ~ 
Amboglana ; here th: Notitia, which was write :; 
tentonder Tbeod. junior, places this Legion . 
whieh feems to have fueceeded the Legio Sexta 
wiftrix, and very likely garrifon'd:this Place to 
the final Departure of the Romans from Britain. 
The Name of the Tribune is different from 
that on any other of the Scones afcribed to this 
Cohort. Whilft I was copying this Stone, 
the Farmer’s Son who refides at the Abbey, 
told me there wete fomne kind) of Letters over a 
Stair-cafe in an old Tower, belonging to their 
Houfe,which excited. my curiofity to vifit them. 
I found it a Piece of as valuable Infcription as 
any yet difcovered in Britain, whether we at- 
tend to the odd Irregularity of the Letters, the 
Shape, or Variety of them 3 for there are 
Roman, Runic, and Saxon, fometimes in the 
Compafs of a fingle Word ; and "tis hard to fay 
which of the Alphabets of thefe three Nations 
has the greateft Share in the Compofition. *Tis 
great Pity that it is not compleat, the Work= 
men having cut it to adjuft it to the Place, fo 
that Part of it is covered by the adjoining Stones 
which cannot well be remov'd.

Abbey Lennercoff ftands on theNorth-Bank:of 
the River Irrbing, and is of its Kind as neat a 
Gethic Struéture as any left. It was built by 
Hubert de Vallibus to expiate 4 Murder, but 
fell feveral Times into the Hands of the Scots, 
who often plunder’d it of its Treafures. The 
Roman Wall which pofles juft above it has fur- . 
nifhed the principal Materials for this Edifice, 
which contains Infcriptions on Monuments of . 
the next Century to Edvard’s, but thefe have | 
an Unifortnity of Charaéters, and are not fo 
barbaroufly confounded as the above.

23d of Fe, However this carelefs Miftake 
makes no Difference in the Propofition I 
meant to eftablith in my former Letter, (viz,.) 
That the Feftival of St Matthias, on the Biffix- 
ile-Tear, ought to be obferv’d a Day later or 
Feb, 25th. This is a Point abfolurely certain 
notwithftanding the Perverfenefs of almoft all 
our Almanack-makers, and the Repugnance 
even of the Church Calendar.

As Prince Charies was 
preparing to purfue his Succefs with Ra- 
pidity, he was retarded by the overflow.

ters wou'd permit, he advanced to force 
the Paflage of the Motter, when.the Ene- 
my abandoned Haguenau, Drafinhcim, and 
their Intrenchments, retiring towards 
Strasbarg, the Asfrian Huflars harrafling 
their Rear, The Prince’s Head Quarters 
are now at Haguenau, he has {ent 6000 
Men to fecure the Paffes, againft tne 
French, who were coming to fuccour rhe 
Marfhal de Coizny, and keeps Fort Lewis 
blocked up. E'ght hundred French, who 
had marched our of that Place upon the 
13th, in order to furprize Gen. Nadafi, 
who was bufy in reconnoitering, were 
themfzlves furprized by che faid General ; 
for he being advifed in time of their De- 
fign, fent to the Prince for fpeedy Suc- 
cour, and ficeeeded fo weil, that he rook 
the Soo Men between two Fires, and put 
them all to the Sword. Befides this Ad- 
vantage, the General is now in a Condi- 
tion to make himfelf Mafter of the ovz- 
ward Fortifications, and the Head of the 
Bridge of Fort Louis, the Gerrifon by the 
l.ofs of thofe 800 Men being much weak- 
ened; 24,000 4ufrians are to march 
thro’ Franconia and Swadia to join the 
Army of Prince Charles, which will then 
amount t2 100,c0c0 Men.

It is written from Courland, that 12 or 
15000 Ruffian Troops are aflembling on 
the Frontiers, in order, to be fent to the 
Affiftance of the Q. of Hungary.

General Smiffzert: and 
Major General Rampt, who took their 
Meafures fo well that tho’ there wasa 
Corps of 15,000 French within 2 Leagues 
of Bruges, they had not the leaft Notice 
of their March. The Soldiers themfelves 
knew not whither they were going, as 
they marched four Leagues about to ae 
void the Enemy ; about five in the Evene 
ing on the rsth they left Bragcs, marche 
ing all Night without Noife, and all the 
next Day. It is impofiible to expre& the 
Joy fhewn hefe on their arrival.
